Russian  fall  seeding  and  grain  procuring 

On  October  25,  87,461,000  acres  or  82  per  cent  of  the  plan  for  fall 
seedings  was  completed,  according  to  a  cable  on  November  5  from  Agricultural 
Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    This  was  87  por  cent  of  the  total  winter  sown 
acreage  last  year.    Seeding  generally  was  behind  the  same  time  a  year  ago 
with  H0rth  Caucasus  and  Crimea  about  2,271,000  acres  behind  last  year.  With 
sowing  in  the  chief  regions  below  last  year  and  the  lateness  of  the  sowing 
campaign  generally,  also  considering  the  Large  increase  planned  for  ranter 
wheat,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  fall  plan  can  be  completed,  Mr.  Stoerc  states. 
Grain  procuring  up  to  October  25  reached  54  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  and 
39  per  cent  of  the  monthly  plan. 
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Weather  and  seeding  conditions 

Euro-pe 

The  weather  has  been  favorable  for  sowing  of  fall  crops  in  most  of 
continental  Europe,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    Erance,  Spain  ajid  Italy  recently 
had  rain,  but  moisture  is  probably  insufficient  yet  in  Spain  in  view  of 
the  previous  prolonged  drought.    Germany  officially  reports  sowing  generally 
well  along  at  the  beginning  of  November.    Early  sown  plants  were  satis#:" °d 
factory  but  late  ones  were  developing  poorly. 

Argentina 

Generally,  f avorable  wheat  crop  conditions  in  the  province  of  Santa 
Ee  are  reported  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  who  has  just  made  a  660 
mile  auto  trip  through  that  region.    Around  Rosario,  some  excellent  wheat 
was  seen  '  though  a  little  of  the  crop  appeared  in  poor  condition.  Consid- 
erably above  average  yields  are  expected  in  some  places.    Harvest  is  ex- 
pected to  start  in  that  area  during  the  third  week  of  November.    Frost  was 
reported  on  Nov.  8  and  on  the  2  previous  -days  heavy  rains  fell  in  most 
of  the  Argentine  wheat  provinces.

European  market  conditions 


Continental  European  wheat  markets  continued  active  at  rising  prices 
during  the  first  week  of  November  with  the  decline  in  Russian  activity  the 
principal  factor,  Mr.  Steere'  cables.     Holland  prices  were  rising  and  active 
trading  was  reported,  particularly  in  spot  Russian  and  Danubian  wheats  for 
feed  purposes.    Belgium  -was  reported  doing  a  moderate  business  with  prices 
firm.    The  French  market  was  firmer  with  small  domestic  offers.    Prices  were 
considerably-  higher  and  the  market  was  firm  in  Italy.     In  Czechoslovakia, 
active  trading  in  both  wheat  and  rye  at  rising  prices  was  reported.  Monthly 
contingent  imports  were  fixed  at  6,000  carloads  of  wheat  and  500  carloads  of 
wheat  flour.    As  a  result  of  small  offers  in  Austria  prices  were  higher. 
Restricted  offers  of  wheat  and  rye  also  continued  in  Germany  and  with  a  good 
mill  inquiry  resulted  in  a  considerable  increase  in  prices.    The  spot  price 
of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  November  4  was  228.5  marks  ($1.47  at  current 
rate  of  exchange)  compared  with  219,5  marks  ($1,41)  on  October  28.  The 
price  of  rye  was  199  marks  ($1.20)  on  November  4  and  192  marks  ($1.15)  on 
October  28. 

Wheat  -prices 

Futures  prices  at  the  principal  world  markets  continued  to  advance  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  November  7.    At  Chicago , December  fixture  closed  at  67  cents 
per  bushel  on  November  7,  which  was  the  high  point  for  the  week.    At  Kansas 
City  there  was  a  steady  advance  from  the  close  of  52  cents  on  October  31  to 
60  cents  on  November  7  and  at  Minneapolis  from  74  to  30  cents  per  bushel. 
At  Winnipeg  the  advance  was  3  cents,  with  a  close  at  63  cents  on  November 
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7;  at  Liverpool  it  was  4  cents,  closing  at  69  cents  and  at  Buenos  Aires, 
an  advance  of  2  cents  a  bushel  was  made  during  the  week. 

Cash  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  advanced  during 
the  week  ended  November  6.    $Tp,  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced  from 
52  to  50  cents  during  the  week.    No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  advanced  8 
cents  with  a  high  of  85-3/4  cents  reached  on  November  7.    No.  2  Amber  Durum 
at  Minneapolis  advanced  10  cents  during  this  period  to  an  average  'of  93 
cents  per  bushel  for  the  week  and  a  high  of  101-3/4  cents  on  November  6, 
No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  reached  a  high  for  the  week  of  67  cents  per 
bushel  on  November  7,  and  averaged  63  cents  as  compared  to  56  cents  for 
the  previous  week.    Western  white  at  Seattle  averaged  66  cents  for  the 
week  ended  October  30,  which  was  7  cents  per  bushel  above  the  average  of 
the  previous  week.    All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  advanced  from 
an  average  of  62  cents  for  the  week  ended  October  30  to  an  average  of  69 
cents  per  bushel  for  the  week  ended  November  5.     See  table,  page  833, 

The  Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

A  larger  estimated  total  wheat  production  in  the  Danube  Basin  over 
earlier  season  estimates  and  an  increase  in  the  exportable  siirplus  are 
now  indicated  as  a  result  of  a  sharp  upward  revision  of  the  Rumanian  wheat 
and  corn  crops,  according  to  information  from  the  Belgrade  office  of  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service.-    The  size  of  the  corn  crop  is  considered  an 
important  factor  in  determining  the  Rumanian  export  surplus  of  wheat.  The 

1931  wheat  production  estimated  for  the  Basin  is  now  placed  at  325,178,000 
bushels  as  comparedw,3>^the  October  1  estimate  of  316,728,000  bushels  and  a 
revised  estimate  of  the  1930.  production. by  that  office  of  345,809,000  bush- 
els.   The  total  Danube  Basin  surplus  for  the  year  July  1,  1931  to  June  30, 

1932  including  carryover  from  the  1330  crop  is  now  set  at  68,185,000  bushel 
as  compared  to  earlier  estimates  of  that  office  of  57,845,000  bushels  and 
the  actual  export  for  the  year  1930-31  of  41,018,000  bushels.

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The  sharp  increase  in  the  official  Rumanian  estimate  results  from  a 
radical  increase  in  the  estimated  acreage  harvested,  the  Belgrade  office 
states*    They  report  an  officially  estimated  acreage  harvested,  winter  and 
spring  combined,  in  Rumania  of  8,364,000  acres  which  is  22  per  cent  higher 
than  the  officially  reported  acreage  planted  and  26  per  cent  higher  than 
the  estimated  harvested  acreage  carried  by  the  Belgrade  office.    The  revised 
estimates  of  that  office  of  acreage  planted,  abandoned  and  harvested  by 
countries  in  the  Danube  Easin  are  given  in  a  table  on  page  839  of  this  issue. 
The  officially  estimated  total  of  Rumanian  wheat  production  of  127,867,000 
bushels,  however,  is  considered  too  high  and  is  not  accepted  by  the  Bureau's 
Danube  Basin  office  though  they  revised  their  estimates  of  production  and 
acreage  upward  somewhat  as  a  result  of  the  marked  increase  in  the  reported 
official  acreage.    Their  production  estimates  for  the  other  Danube  countries 
also  vary  somewhat  from  the  reported  ©fficial  estimates.    See  production 
table,  page  832. 

Favorable  weather  conditions  for  fall  seedings  have  prevailed  through- 
out the  Basin  and  seeding  is  well  under  way  in  all  of  the  countries,  the 
report  continues.    No  indications  of  any  important  reductions  from  last  year 
in  the  sown  area  of  Bulgaria,  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  are  reported.  In 
Rumania,  however,  many^  reports  of  probable  reduction  of  fall  sowings  have 
been  received  but  it/pointed  out  that  the  wheat-corn  prices'   ratio  (when  the 
value  of  the  export  premium  is  included  in  the  wheat  price)  is  decidedly 
in  favor  of  wheat  and  also  that  last  fall  a  reduction  of  about  20  per  cent 
was  anticipated  but  actual  plantings  proved  to  be  -practically  equal  to  those 
of  1929. 

Exports  from  the  Basin  during  October  were  somewhat  curtailed  as  a 
result  of  the  depreciation  of  the  English  pound  and  small  deliveries  from 
farmers  due  to  corn"  harvesting,  fall  seeding,  and  a  reluctance  to  sell  at 
the  existing  low  prices.    Many  disagreements  have  been  reported  between 
Danube  Basin  exporters  and  the  importers  in  consuming  countries  following 
the  shift  from  the  gold  standard  in  several  European  countries.  Bulgarian 
and  Rumanian  exporters  refused  to  deliver  wheat  sold    prior  to  the  decline 
in  the  value  of  the  pound  unless  paid  on  a  gold  basis,  whereas  importers 
have  demanded  delivery  on  a  paper  pound  basis. 

Government  aid  in  the  Danube  Basin  exporting  countries  continues  to ' 
be  featured  with  efforts  to  secure  preferential  treatment  for  their  wheat 
in  importing  countries.    In  Bulgaria,  the  Government  Bureau  quit  selling- 
wheat  for  export  for  a  short  time  in  September  in  order  to  avoid  heavy 
losses.     Its  operations  were  soon  renewed,  however,  and  the  Bureau  now  ex- 
pects to  cover  a  part  of  its  losses  by  resale  inside  the  country.    A  bill 
now  favorably  considered,  the  report  states,  would  give  the  Government 
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Bureau  an  exclusive  monopoly  of  the  'wheat  trade  in  the  country..  '  This  will 
enable  the  Bureau  to  raise  its  resale  prices  for  wheat  inside  the  country 
thus  making  a  profit  that  will  pa.rtia.lly  offset  the  losses  on  wheat  that 
it  exports. 

In  Hungary  no  new  developments  in  connection  with  the  Government 
price  supporting  activities  were  reported  from  the  middle  of  September 
to  the  middle  of  October 0  ,  All  private  railroads  in  that  country,  however, 
were  taken  over  by  the  Government  administration  in  September  and  freight 
rates  have  been  sufficiently  reduced  in  the  sections  served  by  such  roads 
to  enable  exports  to  be  made  on  a  profitable  basis,    prior  to  this  action 
exports  from  these  sections  were  reported  impossible  because  of  high  shipping 
costs.    Favorable  commercial  treaties  between  Hungary  and  France,  Germany 
and  Austria  have  been  arranged  and  negotiations  with  Czechoslovakia  are  being 
continued.    The  German-Hungarian  treaty  is  still  subject  to  approval -by 
several  other  nations  having  most  favored  na,tion  treatment  and  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  treaty  is  reported  largely  inactive  as  a  result  of  unfavorable 
exchange  rates.    Reduced  customs  duties  in  France  amounting  to  30  percent 
on  a  specified  quantity  of  Hungarian  wheat  are  reported  according  to  the 
Belgrade  office. 

The  revenue  in  Rumania  from  breadstamps  (tax  on  bread)  has  proved  to 
be  insufficient 'to  cover  the  payment  of  export  -premiums,  the  report  states. 
In  consequence  the  Ministry  of  Finance  has  recently  contracted  a  loan  of 
50,000,000  leu  ($300,000)  in  order  to  meet  export  premium  payments.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  also  limited  the  payment  of  export  premiums 
for  wheat  somewhat  depending  on  the  foreign  matter  content. 

In  Yugoslavia  an  Association  of  Commercial  Mills  has  been  established 
with  the  wheat  monopoly  act  of  September  5,  1931.    This  Association  will  have 
a  general  office  in  Belgrade  which  will  serve  to  represent  commercial  mills 
in  their  relations  with  the  Privileged  Export  Company,  the  report  states. 
Present  available  information,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office,  indicates 
that  the  Privileged  Export  Company  will  not  be  able  to  force  the  Czechoslo- 
vak an  Cooperative  to  take  the  1,800,000  bushels  of  wheat  contracted  for  at 
S4.5  cents  a  bushel.     (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  October  26,  1931,

Of 
the  73,000  barrels  on  the  market  26,000  were  offered  at  the  auction.  Supplies 
afloat  were  moderate.     The  bulk  of  the  offerings  consisted  of  Nova  Scotian 
apples,  arrivals  of  which  have  been  heavy  all  season  but  are  not  reported  as 
having  passed  the  half-way  mark.     The  general  condition  of  the  barrels  was 
good.     Inquiry  for  barrels  was  moderate.    Boxed  apple  supplies  were  light. 
Out  of  16,000  boxes  on  the  market  4,400  were  offered  at  the  auction.  The 
condition  of  the  boxed  offerings  was  good.     Supplies  afloat  are  light.  Inquiry 
was  moderate,  prices  ruling  somewhat  lower  than  last  week.    ;Prices  in  dollars 
were  lower  for  both  boxes  and  barrels  than  at  this  time  last  year.  Sterling 
prices  for  barrels  were  also  below  those  of  last  year  but  boxes  made  somewhat 
higher  sterling  prices  than  at  this  time  last  year. 

At  London  barreled  and  boxed  prices  were  little  changed  from  last 
week.    Barreled  apple  nrices  were  generally  somewhat  higher  than  Liverpool, 
Whereas  the  opposite  was  true  of  boxes.    Most  of  the  moderate  barreled  supplies 
were  Nova  Scotian  apples.     The  general  condition  of  the  barrels  was  good. 
Inquiry  was  strong  for  barrels.    Boxed  Washington  Jonathans  were  in  light  suppl, 
but  supplies  of  California  Newtowns  were  liberal.    Russian  apples  sold  at 
$1.50  to  $2.06  per  box,  according  to  variety  and  grade.     Swiss  apples  made 
$1.87  to  $2.25  per  30  kilograms  (66  pounds).     It  is  reported  that  about 
60,000  boxes  of  Russian  apples  have  been  contracted  for  by  distributors  in 
Sweden  on  a  5  kronen  (about  $1.11)  advance  per  box.     The  definite  selling- 
price  is  to  be  fixed  later,  depending  upon  ruling  prices  at  Hamburg  and 
London.    See  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./A-382,  November  6,  1931. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 
British  woolen  markets  and  mills  more  active 

Conditions  in  the  Bradford  wool  market  have  been  encouraging  since 
the  passing  of  the  elections,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  Edwards.     There  h&s  been  some 
decline  in  the  sale  of  tops,  but  a  greater  demand  has  developed  for  2ow  grade 
merinos  and  fine  crossbreds.     Improvement  is  reported  in  the  piece  goods 
section  both  for  home  and  export  trade.    The  continued  increase  in  prices  in 
Australian  wool  markets  has  resulted  in  slight  increases  (in  British  currency) 
in  tops  and  yarn  prices  in  Bradford. 
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office  at  Marseille,  Prance.    Prices  at  Milan  on  October  21,  prior  to  the 
publication  of  the  new  rates,  ranged  from  58  to  80  lire  per  quintal  (1.37 
to  1.89  cents  per  povnd) .      The  price  is  for  cash  at  the  Milan  railway 
station.    The  price  is  set  as  one  of  the  functions  of  the  newly  created 
Uational  Rice  Institute  and  is  to  be  valid  for  the  "balance  of  the  current 
season.    The  institute  may  alter  the  set  price  during  the  season  if  extra- 
ordinary developments  so  require.    The  Institute  was  created  by  a  decree 
dated  October  2  and  includes  representatives  of  growers,  rice-using  indus- 
tries, the  trade  and  national  agricultural  organizations.    The  decree 
provides'  that  hereafter,  growers  must  report  their  acreage  to  the  Institute 
by  August  15  each  year,  and  their  production  by'  ]>T0vember  10.  Hereafter 
the  season's  basic  price  is  to  be  set  not  later  than  August  15,  subject  to 
possible  change.    Italy  exports  about  one- third  of  the  •  annual  rice  crop. 


COTTON 

English  cotton,  markets  hold  steady  ■• 

With  a  continuous  demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  during  the 
first  week  of  November  the  market  remained  about    steady  and  prices  were 
little  changed.    See  price  table,  page  841.    An  increased  sales  turnover 
and  further  general  investment  purchases  were  reported.    The  yarn  and  cloth 
markets  at  Manchester  were  firmer  and  the  tone  better..    A  larger  demand 
from  India  was  noted  together  with  freer  "buying  by  Egypt,  Java,  South  America 
and  Canada.    At  Havre,  Prance,  demand  appeared  slightly  better  but  spinners 
were  said  to  be  strictly  following  a  hand-to-mouth  policy. 

World  cotton  production  estimates 

Cotton  production  in  the  principal  foreign  producing  countries  in 
1931-32  will  total  around  600,000  bales  less  than  in  1930-31,  according  to 
available  information  received  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  The 
November  1  estimate  of  the  United  States  cotton  crop,  however,  showed  an  in* 
crease  of  619,000  bales  over  the  October  1  estimate  and  a  probable  1931  produo 
ticn  of  16,903,000  bales.    This  compares  with  a  1930  production  of  13,932,000 
bales,  a  five-year  average  production  of  15,268,000  bales  and  the  record 
1926  crop  of  17,977,000  bales.    An  indicated  yield  of  197.8  pounds  of  lint 
cotton  per  acre  on  the  40,889,000  acres  estimated  on  September  1  to  be  har- 
vested this  year  was  reported  in  the  IT 0v ember  1  cotton  report  as  against  147.7 
pounds  per  aero  last  year.    Ginning s  to  N0vember  1  were  12,129,546  running 
hales  compared  with  10,863,896  bales  at  the  same  time  in  1930.    The  total 
cotton  production  in  the  8  countries  (United  States,  China,  Russia,  Egypt, 
Brazil,  Mexico,  Chosen  and  Tanganyika)  which  have  reported  to  date  is  placed 
at  23,158,000  bales  compared  with  20,528,000  bales  a  year  ago. 
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•  Brit i s'l  woolen  mills  are  considerably  more  active  at  present  than 
before  the  departure  from  the  fold  Standard,  according  to  observations 
made  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Reed,  meat  and  wool  Specialist  at  London,  during  a  recent 
trip  through  Yorkshire.    Many  mills  are  now  running  .two  and  in  some  cases 
three  shifts*     It  appears  that  the  greater  part  of  the . output  is  for  immediate 
delivery  which  accounts  largely  for  the  running  of  er.tr a  shifts.    Demand  is 
largely  for  the  home  trade,  there  having  not  yet  been  time  enough  for  an 
accumulation  of  foreign  orders  since  the  departure  from  gold.     While  many 
mills  have  orders  which  will  insure  their  running  for  a  few  months,  they  are 
wondering  where  additional  orders  will  come  from.    The  Yorkshire . woolen 
industry  is  dependent  to  a  material  extent  upon  foreign  orders  if  capacity  out~ 
put  is  to  be  attained..".: : Mr;  Reed  reports  trade  sources- as  suggesting  that  if  the 
manufacturing  interests  .secured  all  of  the  home  trade,  it  would- keep  them 
running  only  three  months  of  the  year. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  with  re'spect  to  the  favorable  reaction  of 
British;  spinning  mills  to  the  suspension  of  gold  payments,  Mr,  Reed  reports, 
prior  to  the  departure  from  gold,  hosiery  mills  in  the  Midlands  were  using 
large  quantities  of  -French  yarns.    Existing  currency  conditions,  however, 
have  enabled  English  spinners  to  secure  practically  all  of  the  orders  formerly 
going  to  France.     Top  makers  are  no  longer  experiencing  difficulty  in  getting 
particulars  for  delivery  for  outstanding  contracts.     Contracts  are  being 
taken  up.    The'  bulk  of  recent  top  sales  has  been  for  home  trade.-   Raw  wools 
also  are  moving."  • 

Late  in  October  over  90  per  cent  of  top .contracts  were  being  made 
with  no  emct  delivery  date  specified  but  were  for  "delivery  at  any  time". 
In  effect  this  procedure  placed  forward  quotations  on  a  par  with,  nominal 
•quotations, -Mr. -Reed  reports.    Under  such  conditions  the  top  makers  can 
make  delivery  only  when  the  spinner  furnishes  particulars.     The  volume  of 
contracts  held  by  top  makers,  therefore,  ga.re  but  little  indication  of  the 
Volum3  of  business  being  concluded  since  the  "delivery  at  any  time"  clause 
did  not  compel  spinners  to  take. delivery  until  they  so  desired. 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE  WITH  TERRITORIES 

Shipments  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  to  the 
outlying  territories  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico  declined  somewhat 
in  value  during  the  year  ended    June  30,  1931,  while  receipts  from  these 
territories  showed  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year.     The  Value 
of  the  agricultural ■  tra.de  from  the  three  territories  to  continental  United 
States  during  the  year  was  placed  at  $178,632,000  and  compares  with 
$49,800,000  as  the  value  of  purchases  from  this  country  by  the  possessions. 
Sugar,  which  enters  free  of  duty,  is  by  far  the  most  important  commodity 
coming  from  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii.    Hawaii  also  sends  canned  pineapple  in 
large  volume  and  Porto  Rico  supplies  large  quantities  of  leaf  tobacco, 
grapefruit,  oranges,-  and  pineapples. 

Both  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  are  important  outlets  for  United  States 
rice.    Shipments  to  these  territories  show  a  marked  and  almost  continuous 
upward  trend  and  during  1950-31  even  exceeded  the  total  rice  erports  to 
foreign  countries.    Trade  with  these  territories  is  considered  as  domestic 
trade  and  as  a  result  is  not  included  with  the  import  and  export  figures 
of  the  United  States.     In  addition  to  rice,  these  outlying  territories 
also  purchase  large  quantities  of  fresh  and  cured  meats,  lard,  dairy  products! 
flour  and  dried  beans  from  continental  United  States. 

Hawaii 

During  the  year  ended  June  3C,  1931,  shipments  to  the  United  States 
from  Hawaii  were  valued  at  $102,925,000  as  compared  with  $98,097,000  a 
year  earlier,  or  a  gain  of  5  per  cent.     Sugar  and  canned  pineapple  make  up 
the  bulk  of  these  shipments.    Hawaii  sent  928,000  short  tons  of  raw  sugar, 
a  peak  figure  and  57  per  cent  greater  than  the  1920-21  to  1924-25  average. 
To tad  receipts  of  canned  pineapple  for  the  year  just  closed  reached  a  new 
maximum  of  494,658,000  pounds  and  were  valued  at  $43,036,000.     See  table, 
page  812, 

Hawaiian  demand  for  United  States  rice  continues  to  increase  with 
purchases  during  1930-31  amounting  to  88,250,000  pounds  a  record  figure  and 
an  increase  of  89  per  cent  over  the  average  for  the  earlier  post-war  years. 
Flour,  poultry  feeds,  butter,  eggs  and  cured  pork  were  also  taken  in  heavy 
volume.     However,  United  States  shipments  of  all  agricultural  products  to 
Hawaii  amounted  to  only  $17,759, CO,  a  decline  of  over  $2,000,000  from  the 
previous  year.     See  table,  page  819, 

Porto  Rico 

Agricultural  products  purchased  from  Porto  Rico  during  1930-31 
wore  valued  at  $75,320,000  or  about  the  same  as  in  1929-30  but  were  three    ^  | 
times  the  value  of  those  purchased  from  the  United  States.    As  in  the 
case  of  Hawaii,  the  most  important  product  shipped  to  the  United  States  is 
sugar,  receipts  during  the  past  year  amounting  to  807,000  short  tons,  a 
new  high  record,  and  an  increase  of  85  per  cent  over  the  1920-21  to-  1924- 
25  average. 
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Leaf  tobacco  is  the  second  most  important  item  sent  to  the  United-  • 
States  and  shipments  of  'stemmed'  showed  an  increase  in  both  volume  and  value 
as  compared  with  1929-30,   see  table,  page  813.     The  only  fruit  to  show  an  in- 
crease was  fresh  pineapple,,  the  shipments  of  whichwere  the  highest  on  record^ 
amounting  to  703,000  crates  valued  at  $2,279,000.    The  United  States  normally 
takes  large  quantities  of  Porto  Rican  grapefruit,  but  total  shipments  during 
the  year  just  closed  amounted  to  only  428,000  boxes  which  was  less  than  half 
the  quantity  received  during  the  proceding  year,  and,  with  one  exception,  the 
lowest  since  1921-22.    This  is  in  part  duo  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  quantity 
of  Porto  Rican  grapefruit  is  moving  direct  to  European  markets.  ' 

Porto  Rican  purchases  of  American  rice  during  1930-31  amounted  to 
210,880,000  pounds,  a  record  figure  and  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over  the 
average  for  the  earlier  post-war  years.    Takings  of  American  cured  and  pickled 
pork,  lard,  flour,  cigar  leaf  and  dried  beans. were  also  of  good  volume.  See 
table,  page  825. 

Alaska  .  .   ..  ■ 

In  comparison  with  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  United  States  trade  with 
Alaska  is  small  and  relatively  unimportant.     Shipments  to  the.  United  States 
during  the  year  totaled  only  $380,000  while  purchases  amounted  to  $6,980,000. 
See  table,  page  812. 

During  the -year  Alaska  sent  to  the  United  States  1,567,000  pounds  of 
reindeer  meat  valued  at' $158,000  as  compared  wi th  :1,  384, 000  pounds  valued  at 
$14-1,000  a  year  earlier.    These  shipments  accounted  for  nearly  half  of  those 
in  1930-31  from  that  territory.     Shipments  to  Alaska  consist  largely  of 
butter,  canned  milk,  fresh  beef,   eggs,  sugar,  canned  vegetables,  coffee  and 
flour  from  the  United  States.     See  table,  page  815.  ■  •
